“Accidental” was the verdict 
Tuesday of a Chino coroner’s 
jury investigating the death of 
15-year-old William Dan Curtis, 
who was killed Friday night in 
the collision of a hayride wagon, 
loaded with more than 30 young- 
sters, and an Upland auto. 

California Highway Patrolman 
Parrazzo, investigating officer, tes- 
tified that neither the hayride 
trailer or the tractor pulling it 
was equipped with lights. Officer 
Parrazzo also stated that in his 
opinion the driver of the car, Car- 
not K. Valiton, 64, 1412 North Eu- 
clid avenue, “was not traveling 
at excessive speed.” 


TWO HOUR INQUEST 

Two hours of testimony were 
heard by the eight male jury mem- 
bers, including the accounts of 
the accident given by two of the 
students riding the trailer at the 
time of the collision. Both Roger 
LaHorgue, 15, and Jo Ann Metz- 
ger, of Chino, said they saw 
the car about to strike and jumped 
from the trailer as the auto struck 
1t from the rear. 

The collision occurred shortly 
after 9:00 p.m. Friday on Euclid 
avenue about one-half mile south 
of the Pine street crossing, south- 
east of Chino. Singing, carefree 
youngsters were suddenly hurled 
into a nightmarish scene of 
screaming, mangled injured which 
soon brought ambulances and 
Patrol cars shrieking to the scene 
from every nearby city.

What About Lack of Citizenship? 


It is no passing, trivial incident, in which 
people have the opportunity to vote—and do 
not vote. 

While we may object to having three elec- 
tions within 21 days, the lack of public interest 
on vital public questions is all the more empha- 
sized by the sorry voting record. 

On May 20, an election was held for mem- 
bers of the Upland and Chaffey boards of edu- 
cation. In the Upland school district, out of 
more than 5500 voters, ONLY 165 went to the 
polls. 

The June 8 primary election saw about 54 
per cent of us going to the polls. 

On June 10, on the question of increasing 
the Chaffey district tax rate 20 cents on each 
$100 of assessed valuation, 1,096 Upland school 
district voters were at the polls. 

Serious-minded people are asking: “What 
can be done about it?” 

The frank answer is that nothing can be 
done to make people go to the polls unless they 
want to. That is the way we want it here in 
our free and easy America. 

Of course, citizens of an increasing num- 
ber of countries in the world are yearning for 
the chance to have a free voice in their gov- 
ernments. If they could only vote, undoubt- 
edly they would all do it. 

It is apparently so commonplace for us to 
vote, we apparently tire of the opportunity. 

The fact remains that a small minority of 
voters tell 100 per cent of the voters to increase 
their Chaffey school taxes 22 per cent. Half 
of the voters tell 100 per cent of the voters who 
is going to run their county government and 
on May 21 an infinitesimal number of voters 
established a new policy in the Upland school 
board personnel. 

Not so long ago, residents of this commun- 
ity were very actively interested in the pro- 
posed Upland zoning laws and the building 
restrictions. For many months there was pro- 
longed discussion about the merits of the var- 
ious details of the proposed law. Very much 
concern was shown by many people as to what 
was done in preparing the city for its future 
development. 

People who showed so much interest in 
their new zoning laws merit commendation. 
That is as it should be. 

When it comes to selecting public officials 
and deciding public measures and public pol- 
icies, however, the record is very dismal. 


Ontario's Amazing Growth 


Getting wide attention among leaders in 
business and community development is the 
outstanding population growth record of On- 
tario. A 50 per cent increase in population 
since 1950 is amazing, especially for a com- 
munity 40 miles from metropolitan Los Angeles. 

The current Ontario population is 34,246. 
In 1914, the population count was 14,197. 

While Upland’s growth has not been spec- 
tacular, more and more attention is being cen- 
tered on this community as an area likely for 
great residential expansion in the next 10 years. 

It is interesting to note the detailed report 
on Ontario’s growth. Following is the year 
of the tabulation and the population figure: 
1940, 14,197; 1946, 19,630; 1950, 22,823; 1952, 
26,279 and 1954, 34,246. ' 


In the November election campaign, the 
governor will probably claim that a victory 
for his opponent would create a “grave” situ- 
ation. On the other hand, the Democratic 
ga will likely contend that “Knight Must 

all.”

Why Do Voters Do It? 


Either the voters really don’t care or the 
name Roosevelt is so magical that nothing else 
matters. 

In Los Angeles, James Roosevelt walked off 
easily with the Democratic nomination for the 
26th Congressional district, even though he 
had recently been through a very sensational 
court case. 

The same situation prevailed in northern 
California although the name was not so glam- 
orous and the charges not so vile. Robert L. 
Condon, incumbent congressman in Contra 
Costa and Solano counties, who was banned 
from the Nevada atomic tests as a “poor secur- 
itv risk”, polled a heavy vote to win reelection. 

It is also hard to understand how William 
C. Berry, state assemblyman from San Fran- 
cisco, could be reelected. He had been dead a 
month at the time of the June 10 voting. Ap- 
parently, the voters are not easily turned aside. 


The Party Label Means Something 


The two little words, “Rep.” and “Dem,” 
seem to have had a profound effect on the elec- 
tion results in California. 

Instead of the usual pattern in which many 
of the candidates capture both party nomina- 
tions, the double victories were conspicuous 
by their absencee June 8. A few of the can- 
didates and others came close. But there will 
be a runoff for the great majority of offices in 
November. 

Some observers hail it as a strengthening 
of the two-party system. Maybe it was more 
a strengthening of the Democratic party in Cali- 
fornia for, although the Democrats oytnumber 
the Republicans by three to one in registrations, 
the Republicans have held almost all major of- 
fices for more than a decade. 

However, the success of Democratic candi- 
dates in winning their own party nomination 
does not necessarily indicate a change in GOP 
dominance in November. In total votes, Gov- 
ernor Knight was two to one over Richard 
Graves and Senator Kuchel was three to two 
over Sam Yorty. 

The party label also works in reverse, per- 
haps. At least, that is one explanation for the 
Republican nomination of Martin K. Barrett 
for congressman from this district. The politi- 
cally astute Harry R. Sheppard has been win- 
ning both nominations in the primary for many 
years. The usual people who are “in” on the 
political trends, gave Mr. Barrett very little 
chance against the veteran Mr. Sheppard when 
forecasts were made prior to the primaries. 
Of course, it could be voters are getting wise, 
and also tired of the easy talking, politically 
expert and 70-year old Mr. Sheppard. 

But if we say the party label on the ballot 
meant something to the Democrats, we must 
go along with the theory that the Republicans 
also noted the party label and thus chose Mr. 
Barrett over Mr. Sheppard. 

We hope that could hold true in November.
